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Bicycle tragedy illustrates the fear of some students

Paul was walking through campus head 
ing towards the library for an afternoon of 
studying. He had only a few classes left to take 
before graduating from CSUS with a degree 
in Crominal Justice, and was looking forward 
to entering the military or becoming a police 
olficer 

“Hey, look out!” a voice shouted from 
behind hum as he walked along the Espla- 
nade’s sidewalk 

Paui stepped off the sidewalk into some 
plants and was then knocked forward as a 
bicycle hit him from behind. He hit the 
ground with his arms instinctly out in front of 
him to prevent his head from hitting the 
ground. 

“Why the hell didn't you watch where 
you were going?” The bicyclist yelled at him 
as he picked himseif and his bicycle up and 
then rode off. 


“At first I just got back up and started 
waiking with my arms crossed to the Student 
Health Care Center,” Paul said “My arms 
hurt like heck and I strongly suspected they 
were broken. I couldn't move my arms except 
to cross them.” 

There were no witnesses to the hit and run 
accident, and Paul simply walked into the 
Student Health Care Center and up to the 
front desk and said “Excuse me, I don’t think 
that I can fill out your forms.” 

An ambulance was called to take Paul to 
the UCD Medical Center for x-rays, and it 
was discove ed that both of Paul’s arms were 
broken 

Pauls accident occured in October of 
1983. As a result of the accident he has an 
orthopedic pin in his left arm, which has 
forced him to change his career plans

When Paul went for his physical to enter 
the army he was “told the pin would be a 
disquahifier.” 

Without witnesses or any other informa 
hon to go on the campus police were not able 
to idenufy the bicyclist who hit Paul. Paul and 
his friends set up their own investigation, stak 
ing out the place he was hit at to see if the rider 
went past again. They never found him 

Paul ts a little differe: * than most students 
because he ts learning disat led According to 
Patricia Sonntag, director of Disabled Stu- 
dents, people who are learning disabled are 
uncoordinated and their reaction to moving 
to the left or nght is very slow 

According to Sonntag, disabled students 
at CSUS have serious problems with bicycles 
on campus, and these problems vary depend- 
ing on the disability. 

“The students who are deaf can not hear 
the bikes approaching. Normally any hearing 
or sighting person uses all of their senses 
Hearing warns you someone is coming up 
behind you,” Sonntag said 

Deaf and blind people often have an 
interpreter with them, according to Sonntag, 
but that person is distracted with helping the 
disabled person 

“The visually impaired have difficulties 
with bikes because they are not able to posi- 
tion themselves and move out of the way,” 
Sonntag said. “Also, the bicyles are notonous 
for bothering the blind by parking their bikes 
on ramps, like the one leading up to the 
library, Or they'll chain them to lighiposts or 
whatever in areas where the blind are using 
the edge of the path for white cane travel, 
which is the way the blind are taught to line 
up with tie edge of the path.” 

“A lo. of the problem is just where they 
park instead of just putting them in legal park- 
ing places,” Sonntag said

Sonntag threatened to cut the lock off of 
the student's bike and move it if he left it there.

Another problem some disabled students 
have ts that “people may need to use railings, 
like at the library, and a bike that is chained to 
it becomes a hazard, especially to wheelchairs 
coming down,” Sonntag said 

“AtCSUS our meandering paths are diffi- 
cult (for blind students). You can go around 
and around in circles and not get around the 
maze,” Sonntag said 

Sonntag said she has not noticed an 
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University Union Store & Hornet Bookstore II 
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improvement in the bicycle situation on cam- 
pus since the campus police began citing and 
impounding illegaliy parked bicycles on 
campus in February 

“You can put as many rules out there as 
you want, but if there is not enforcement...” 
Sonntag said 

“I don't know how the campus police 
have the money to deal with this problem,” 
Sonntag said 

James Leese, CSUS parking administra- 
tor, said that he has four student assistants 
citing illegally parked bicycles on campus, 
and if they recognize a bicycle that has been 
parked illegally a few times, the police 
impound the bicycle

Ot the 406 crimes recorded in 1986, there were 16 assaults, 44 
burglaries, 17 motor vehicle thefts, one attempted rape, and 327 thefts of

Perry cannot give any reasons for the drop in crimes in the past five to 
10 years, but does say that the number could £0 up or down at any time

Associated Students Inc. voted 
yesterday &-6 against renewing thi 
contract of Executive Director 
David Bush 

Bush's position will be allowed 
to expire this June. At that ume, the 
position will be opened to appl 
cants 

Vhis action, however, may have 
put the ASI in jeopardy with the 
administration 

In a memo dated April 2 from 
university Executive Vice President 
Robert O. Bess to ASI Senate Chair 
Sandra Samaniego, Bess warned 
that ASI should take no action 
regarding personnel without “first 
consulting thoroughly with specific 
members of the University admin- 
istration 

Bess added that if such an action 
were taken, he would “have no cho 
ice but to recommend to the Presi- 
dent that he take steps to have ASI 
placed on probavion or under sus 
pension.” 

Bess was unavailable for com- 
ment, however Dean of Students 
fim Comstock expressed concert 
over the senate’s decision 

“IT think it’s grossly iresponsible,” 
maintained Comstock. “It's another 
in a chain of unbelievably childish 
manuevers.” 


In regards to the senate’s deci- 
sion ASI senator Marta Sala said 
that the senate merely opened the 
position of Executive Director 

“He (Bush) can reapply for it if 
he wants to,” said Sala 

Samaniego said “it (the vote) 
was not a termination.” 


Samaniego said she did not feel 
it was “appropriate” for her to 
comment on ASI's reasons for not 
renewing Rush's contract. She added 
that the senate is not required to give 
its reasons for not rene wing the con- 
tract of any contract empioyee. 

Samaniego alleged. however, that 
“Mr. Bush was asking for s nine 
thousand dollar raise.” 

Bush could not be reached for

The second most famous “Jane” 
to ever venture into the African jun- 
gle spoke to a packed crowd at the 
University’s Playwrights Theater 
Wednesday, April 8 

No, it wasn’t Tarzan’s mate from 
Edgar Rice Burroughs fame. Jane 
Goodall, world-reknown anthro- 
pologist and studier of chimpanzees 
in their native habitat, took the 
honors 

Introduced as “an outstanding 
member of our species”, Goodall 
presented a two-and-a-half hour lec 
ture/slide show on “Tool Usage and 
Culture among Chimpanzees,” based 
on personal observation of the 
chimps of Gombe Stream, Tanzania 

Goodall, born in England and 
educated at Cambridge University, 
is noted for pioneering research on 
chimpanzees in the wild. Her speech 
centered on her study of the chimps 
she has been observing using tools, a 
trait thought to distinguish humans 
from other animals 

“Tool using is one thing, but they 
do tool making too,” Goodall says

She observed chimpanzees using 
blades of grass poked into holes to 
extract termites and other “tasty 
insects” that might latch on. Accord- 
ing to Goodall,insects make up a 
large portion of the chimpanzee 
diet 

Goodall presented slides show- 
ing chimps using the blades of grass 
and other tools, including crude 
weapons. “They use sticks to intim- 
idate other creatures, such as myself,” 
she says 

Goodall’s research, funded by 
her lecture tours, is going into it's 
27th year, the longest continuous 
field study of any animal. 

She has just written a book on 
many of her observations at Gombe 
called “The Chimpanzees of Gombe 
Patterns of Behavior.” 

This appearance by Goodall was 
jointly sponsored by the Sacramento 
Zoo and the Anthropology depart- 
ment. She says she “did see the 
chimps at the (Sacramento) zoo 
enjoying their new exhibit,” and 
commented thai is “one of the best 
around the country.” 

Goodail also spent some of the 
time talking about ethical treatment

Rock Music and Sacramentans 
For Safe Energy will team up at 
Melarky’s Place, Thursday, April 
23, making good to the cliche that 
“politics makes strange bedfellows.” 
lhe event, beginning at 8 p.m., and 
featuring rock groups All Fell Down, 
The Borman Six, Room With A 
View and John McCrea, is a benefit 
for SAFE which seeks to keep Ran- 
cho Seco closed indefinitely due to 
the continuing health risks it poses 
to the public. 

SAFE volunteers have gathered 
more than 34,000 signatures in an 
attempt to put the Rancho Seco 
issue, indefinite closure or reopen- 
ing, before the voters during the 
municipal election this November. 

But SAFE has a strong opponent 
in the nuclear industry which has 
lobbied against them to the tune of 
more than a million dollars, out- 


spending SAFE 100 to I. 

A good reason, it seems, for a 
benefit and more signatures from 
registered voters. Enter this Thurs- 
day's rock bash at Melarkey’s Place. 

McCrea's “Rancho Seco” re- 
cording will make its debut appear- 
ance at the benefit. Those who 
helped McCrea with the material 
include Larry Tagg and Mike Urbano 
of Bourgeois Tagg, Robert Kuhl- 
man of The Flying Boats and Paul 
Emery of Backwoods Jazz. All pro- 
ceeds from the record will go to 
SAFE. 


Publicity director of the event 
Susan Mueller, whe is responsible 
for the benefit taking place, believes 
that individuals can help.
